Some Sailors and Marines participate in off-duty activities that may put them at risk for 
accidents that could have serious consequences. In 2014, 59 Sailors and 53 Marines died in 
mishaps, primarily related to private motor vehicle and off-duty/shore recreation mishaps. 1 In 
addition to the tragic loss of lives and expenses caused by mishaps, injuries put service 
members on the sidelines, derailing their productivity and threatening their readiness for duty. 
Mixing alcohol with activities can prove to be a deadly combination. Being informed about 
common workplace and recreational safety hazards can keep everyone safe. In this toolbox we 
provide Sailors, Marines, beneficiaries, Department of Defense (DoD) civilians, health 
promotion coordinators and health information disseminators the resources to exercise safety 
precautions to stay safe at work and enjoy recreational activities.

Malaria in the Navy and Marine Corps Active Duty Population (2015 - 2016 
Update) 

This report of malaria cases among the Navy and Marine Corps active duty population 
summarizes malaria cases reported in 2015 and 2016 and provides historical data from 2005 
through 2016. In 2015 and 2016, there were two and three cases of malaria among active duty 
service members, respectively. Historically, the malaria rate among both Sailors and Marines 
has varied widely from year to year across a 10-year timeframe. Rather than following a clear 
trend, malaria cases tend to appear in clusters and are often associated with a specific mission 
or exposure.

"Train like you fight, fight like you train." This is one quote that many can say they've heard 
throughout their Naval career. The fact is, when one trains properly for real-world scenarios, it 
can help lead to a successful outcome. In an effort to align training and fighting, Surface 
Warfare Medical Institute (SWMI) opened its first Simulation Laboratory (Sim Lab) in October 
2009 to provide a realistic type of training environment for students to safely practice medicine 
through hands-on application. In December 2013, a few years after the introduction of the Sim 
Lab, a Virtual Reality (VR) room was built. The VR room provides an enhanced simulated 
military medical environment such as the Middle East and onboard a ship.
